Consider putting a 2 oz fishing weight inside a black foam plastic sphere 
(or rough sphere). It will be less visible in the evenings when hanging 
from your window. Also, if the wind blows it against the building or a 
window, it won't make much noise. 


As to the standoff, it depends on whether you are using a wire that is close 
to a quarter wave or close to a half wave. 


If a quarter wave, it will be crossing the window ledge at a low impedance 
point, and a piece of heat shrink tubing or coax with the shield braid 
removed would serve. 


If a halfwave, you will be feeding at a voltage maximum, so spacing from the 
window frame is needed. In dry weather just use an 8.5 x 11 inch cardboard 

back from a tablet and fold it in half like a tent. Let the wire come over 

the top and set the tent on the window ledge.

Antenna pattern plays an important role in top band dxing and unfavourable 
pattern will not get the desired signal where you want it to go to. 

The other aspect to think about to be succesfull in 160 meters is to have a 
special 

(seperate) recieving antenna such as a beverage or probably a magnetic loop 
to fight the QRN. A magnetic loop will be feasible for your experiments. 
However it will be really tough to get a lot of dx with QRP on 160 meters 
even 

though not impossible.

I own a Spider Antenna system for 75M through 10M (with a couple 

of WARC bands thrown in), but I don't use it anymore. For optimum 
efficiency, I use a genuine Texas Bug Catcher (GLA Systems), ‘cause 

the loading coils in the Spider system are very low Q (so the bandwidth 
looks great, but the radiation efficiency sucks!). 


With short, compromise antennas as are usually found in mobile in- 
stallations, you need to do everything possible to improve efficiency! 
Lots of bonding of metal parts, get that antenna as high as possible, 
optimize "Q" of any loading coils, conductive grease on mechanical 
joints, etc.

Please forgive yesterday's hasty post, replete with error(s) and 
ommissions. We were trying to get on the road for New Orleans. Here's a 
better report, sorry its so long, but this ship is special and I ramble 
A) 


March 28 was the anniversary of the USS Kidd's second commissioning, for 
service in Korea. We try to put W5KID on the air on each of the special 
dates in the ship's history, in addition to more routine, casual 
operations. The permanent ham station is located in the aft radar jamming 
compartment, just between the #3 and #4 five-inch turrets. The antenna is 
a random-length, end-fed (with coax) wire, about 45 feet long. The rig 
(thanks to K5EOA) is a Ten Tec Triton (544). While there is a 
keyer/paddle set there, I opted for the (Lionel) J-38 straight key. 


It was a beautiful spring day, with the late morning sun glinting off the 
Mississippi River through the open hatch on the port side. River boats 
and a barge load of RV'ers slide past. The ship's call sign (NYKF) 
flutters aloft in signal flags, along with the Jolly Roger (she was 
nicknamed the Pirate of the Pacific) The river is up somewhat, but not 
quite yet enough to float the Kidd free of her cradle. You yankees need 
to melt that snow and send it on down here 2A) 


I picked 15 m to start. Posted a spot to the DX cluster (using the POQET 
Plus with an MFJ TNC) with a 2 m HT. Called a CQ, made a QSO, answered a 
CQ for another QSO, and then the fun really began. There was an immediate 
call, sometimes more than one, as each QSO ended. I recognized a number 
of calls from QRP-L'ers. I wanted to have at least a short chat with each 
instead of just an RST and 73. 


Occasionally visitors would poke their heads into the compartment and I 
had to pause to explain what was going on, especially when there were 
kids. I'd let them send a few letters, or their name, on a practice key 
and oscillator we keep there for that purpose. One gentleman stopped in 
who served on DD-659 (Kidd is DD-661). Worked WA8LCZ, Byron, who was an 
RM2 on USS Sellers. I had to explain to visitors that I wasn't nearly so 
good as the <real> Navy ops, I couldn't talk and send at the same time 


tA) But hey, I'm SOC 4159. 


The USS Kidd Amateur Radio Club offers a certificate for contacts with 
the ship on the "special days" The basic certificate can be endorsed with 
signal flag stickers (that spell out NYKF and W5KID, the ship and ham 
call signs) for additional contacts after the first one. A picture QSL is 
also sent. Ordinarily, QSL via the Baton Rouge ARC, W5GIX, Box 182, 
Rosedale LA 70772. Business-sized SASE for a QSL. 9x12 SASE (needs 55 
cents postage) and $1 for a card and certificate. 


But, I'll take care of QRP-L folks, skip the $, just send the SASE to me 
and I'll expedite the process. 


The near future upcoming special dates are April 11, the anniversary of 
the kamikaze attack on the Kidd that badly damaged her and cost many 
lives, and April 23, the anniversary of the first commissioning (in 
1943). There will be a reunion of the Kidd crew on board on April 11. 
Four of the WW2 crew will be in attendance. Ham radio operations will QRT 
for a time during a memorial service for the men who perished in the 
attack. 


In addition, USS Kidd will be the site of our QRP-TTF effort on April 29. 
While not a "Special day" for the Kidd, it's special for QRP'ers and I'll 
make the certificate available for QSO's that day, with a special QRP 
endorsement sticker. We hope to be active on 40, 20, 15, and 10. Perhaps 
as many as three stations at various locations through the ship.

Hi group: 


Back in the 60's when I worked weekends at a local AM station, (WHWH 1350), 


I once did just what you're describing... load up one of the towers on 75 
meters. It was fairly easy to just pull the appropriate J-plugs to isolate 
the tower's tuing network and use an automobile battery jumper cable to 
connect the coax (1" hardline) to the tower. Inside the transmitter 
building, I fed the output of a Heath HW-12 into the coax. And boy, did it 
load up nicely. The station's towers were 1/4 wave for 1350, which made 
them about 3/4 wave for just above 75 meters.. but close enough to work just 
fine. I had a couple of QSOs.. and got good signal reports.. must have been 
that really great ground system.

Fellow 2N2222 Enthusiasts and Gang, 


Wanted a way to disengage the RIT on the 2N2/40 with a switch. If you 
have a 1K pot with a detent directly at center, that's, no doubt, a very 
valid way to accomplish the same thing. Mine is already built up without 
a detent and, besides, I'm a mainframe programmer and like funtionality 
controlled by switches. 


My first attempt was to interrupt the lead to the high end of L1. N.G. 
as doing that caused the entire tuning range to shift 30 kHz or so. 
Fools gold! Well can always use the 1/4 inch hole for a green LED. Then 
it occured to me on the train ride home yesterday. 


The way it works is a 2N2222 (what else?) is used as a switch to null 
the voltage accross the RIT tuning potentiometer during transmit via 
switched transmitter voltage, TX. All I need do is install a SPDT to 
switch between TX voltage and "full time" Vcc. Using Vcc the 2N2222 is 
continuously conducting and the RIT is disengaged for both xmit and rcv. 
Zzzimple? I may want to install a green light anyway for power up. Maybe 
a red one also for transmit. That's another 40 mA during xmit. Not an 
extreme field radio anyway. Flashing lights are cool. 


Installing the RIT has a net effect on tuning range and linearity. In my 
case it increased the tuning range from 100 kHz to about 120 kHz and 


shifted it down about 30 kHz . I was able to realign the VFO to the 
range of most interest and obtain pretty good linearity in a good 
portion of the band center. The band ends are a bit curly though but 
tolerable enough that I probably won't need an AFA. 


This was a real fun project.

This totaly changes 
when being tired or not able to concentrate. My mind just wanders to other 
things like a building project, work etc. I do not have big problems with 
QRM like my dogs barking or my XYL vacuum cleaning (that is, I never have 
problems with the latter but I'm neither distacted by the sounds :-) ). 


Is there a trick or are there things to know on handling these situations?

For 
me that was not very much satisfying, I was ahead of my fellow students, got 
bored and didn't work much on it since I was ahead anyway. I realised this 
was not going to work out and would certainly not bring me to the required 
15 - 20 wpms used on the HF bands. When I came across an article on the Koch 
method I was sold immediately and decided to give it a try. I started with 
21 wpm but that turned out to fast at that point in time. I got stuck with 
characters S and U. They sounded like a blur to me, not di-di-di and 
di-di-dah. This is where I got help from the people mentioned in the message 
you replied to. I'm now working at 19 wpm and turns out fine. 


If your interested in the Koch method search for KOCH and MORSE with a 
search engine on the web. If that fails let me know, I should have the URL 
to a site containing information on the method somewhere. 


Software used here is Morsecat. Good program running under windows. Works 
well for listening but has problems with connecting a key to the game or 
paralel port. It appears that the timing routines in the programs are not 
working in a predictable way. I exchanged some e-mails with the author on 


this topic and he is really stuck with it. Despite this drawback I can 
highly recommend it since it runs nicely onder windows95/98/2000. 


Oh and one more thing: to Koch or not to Koch, I did went to a period where 
I wanted to throw the #$%* key as far as possible. Only after some time I 
learned to like morse code. Expect to experience the same. Learning Morse 
code is really different from all other learning experiences. You have to 
practice and practice. Thinking about it there is only one more thing that 
gets better the more I practice it ;-)
